To "Savage's Genealogical Dictionaiy" I owe the possession 
of the following data of the early records of this branch of the 
Carpenter family.

In 1643 he was 
chosen one of the deputies to the Plymouth Court, also in 1656. 
In 1653 and '55 he was chosen townsman, an office corresponding 
to that of selectman. His wife died Feb. 22, 1688. He died
